Headquarters of General Shafter, Sunday, July 10, via Kingston, Jamaica, Mon- 
day, July 11—(Copyrighted by the Associated Press.)—From 4 o'clock this after- 
noon until dark the American guns have again been pouring a deadly fire into the 
Spanish lines. Our men are greatly refreshed by their three days’ rest and have 
been fighting with lion-like spirit. The knowledge of the arrival of the re-enforce- 


ments gives them new enthusiasm. 


The artillery is in place and did effective work. The fire from the 


Spaniards in the trenches is very weak. 

The city of Santiago is almost in total darkness today and our men belicve 
that the resistance of the Spaniards is about at an end. They expect a _ gen- 
eral assault tomorrow, should the city not have surrendered by daybreak. : 

Within an hour after the land batteries opened on the town shells from 
Schley’s squadron began dropping into Santiago in accordance with-an under- 
standing between General Shafter and Admiral Sampson. The Brooklyn, Téxas 
and Indiana, under command of Commodore Schley, began their work at 5:15 
o'clock, the warships lining up from east to west a quarter of a mile from the 
shore and firing over the limestone cliffs that come down to the sea and hide the 
city five miles away. The bombardment continued for one hour. 

After thirty-five shots had been fired from the 8-inch guns Commo- 
dore Schley became convinced that the Brooklyn’s fire was falling short 
anf ordered a cessation, permitting the battleships to continue, they with 
their larger guns having longer range, . 

The shots were fired apparently with great deliberation and at intervals of two 
minutes. The signals from the shore announced that the shells fell 1,000 feet short 
and a little to the left of the Spanish position. At dusk the squadron ceased 
firing and Commodore Schley sent a launch to the shore to ask General Shafter 
if he desired firing continued during the night. 

At 11:30 o’clock this morning General Shafter notified General Toral, the Span- 
ish commande:, that by President McK Inley’s direction the Spanish proposition 
to surrender if the garrisohi were allowed to leave Santiago with its side arms 
was rejected and that the United States would accept no’terms but immediate and 
unconditional surrenders 

General Toral at 2:45 p. m. replied in a brief note that he rejected 


. President McKinley’s proposal and would discuss no other terms than 


those suggested by himself. | 

At 3:15 p. m. General Shafter notified General Toral that the armistice would 
be terminated and hostilities resumed at 4 o'clock. At the same time he issued 
instructions to each of the division commanders to prepare for a fresh attack on 
the Spanish works. These orders have been promulgated from Aguadores to El 
Caney. 

At 4 o’clock the artillery opened-on the Spaniards at the end of the armistice. 
The dynamite guns had been trained on the Spanish blockhouse with such abso- 
lute precision that the ‘first shot from them should obliterate it. The American 
soldiers will sleep in the trenches tonight, 

Eight’ batteries of light artillery will be in position at midnight tonight and the 
siege guns just landed will be ready for action at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning. 

General Shafter said to a correspondent of the Associated Press this after- 


noon: 


“General Henry and his division are now landing at Juragua and are coming 
up as rapidly as possible. Our lines cannot be made more effective, but if the 
chance offers to increase our strength I will take advantage of it. I shall not be 


surprised if we have Santiago in three days.” 

At El Caney there are 10,000 miserable refugees from Santiago, old 
men, women and children whom the Spaniards have permitted to go to 
our lines to get food. The plight of these helpless people is heartrend- 


ing. The Americans are doing all they can for them. 
When the Associated Press reporter went aboard the Brooklyn Commodore 
Schley said he was ignorant of the purpose of the bombardment. The Associated 
Press reporter read to him a nessage received at Juragua from a mounted coulier 
saying the armistice was ended and that hostilities had been resumed, 
Commodore Schley said: 


“General Shafter signaled to me to begin the bombardment as soon as I could 
get into position. I doubted from the start whether I could hit the city. I had to 
— at its location and .be very careful not to injure our own army. If I bom- 

ard tomorrow I shall have range marks on shore to guide me and I shall take the 
ships closer to the shore than today. The water off Aguadores is so smooth that 
our marksmanship was not affected by the swaying of the ships. In firing teday I 
gave the turrets the greatest possible elevation by listing the ships, but I knew I 
would fall short. The guns will carry more than five miles, but to throw shots 


over the cliff a great elevation is required.’ 
Heavy Rainstorms in Progress. 

When the bombardment began a heavy rain storm was in progress, with thun- 
der and lightning, but artillery fire could be heard on shore, indicating that Gen- 
eral Shafter had resumed hostilities immediately on the ending of the armistice, 

Following the roar of Commodore Schiey’s guns could be heard the ‘hricking 
of the shells as they sped on their way to the doomed Spanish city. Then came a 
long echo from the hills back of Santiago and -sometimes a peal of thunder pro- 
longed the reverberations and gave the impression that the city was bombarded 


from sky, sea and land. 

The situation must have been appalling to the Spaniards, and if Gen- 
eral Shafter made the demonstration for the mere effect which it would 
have on the wavering enemy he probably attained his end.

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He Then Makes Short 
Address, 


Portsmouth, N, H., July 11.—The Spanish 
prisoners who were brought to this port 
in the auxiliary cruiser St. Louis, from 
Santiago, numbering 692 of the men who 
composed part of the crews of Admiral 
Cervera’s squadron, are tonight sleeping 
peacefully and in comparative comfort in 
the new barracks erected for them on 
Seavey’s island. Around them ig a guard 
of 125 marines. 


™ This afternoon they were taken to Gree- 


ley’s landing, the landing so called from 
the fact that it was here Lieutenant Gree- 
ly and the survivors of the ill-fated Lady 
Franklin bay expedition set foot on .Amert- 
can soll for the first time after they had 
been brought back from the frozen north 
by Captain, now Commodore, Schley, in 
1884. The prisoners were marched to the 
highest part of the island, where each man 
deposited under the eyes of the marine 
guard whatever few belongings he pos- 
sessed. 

It was.a pathetic sight from beginning 
to end an@ such as would bring tears to 
many eyes. The poor, wretched creatures 
struggled up the hillside clad fur the most 
part in rags, some of them being covered 
only with the fregments of a table cloth 
or a blanket, while others had or portions 
of what was once a uniform. When the 
men landed some of them were so weak 
fhat they could not stand and laid on the 
ground until stretchers were brought and 
were carried by their comrades to the main 
road, where they were placed on the grass. 
Many hafl wounds that were still unhealed 
and@ their heads and arms showed the ef- 
fects of the terrible battle in which they 
fought. The crew of the Cristobal Colon 
was landed in a body. They were better 
clad and evidently better fed than the other 
men. 


Wounded Prisoners on Stretchers. 

Thirty members of the Colon’s crew were, 
however, severely wounded and had to he 
carried on stretchers. 

The unloading of the crowd was wit- 
nessed by thousands, but not a jeer was 
heard nor an act performed which might 
have given offense to the prisoners. 

The men were formed in line and 
marched into the temporary barracks 
which will serve as a prison for them. 

Forty have been taken to the hospital 
suffering for the most part from wounds, 
while not a few are viétims of minor ills. | 

Of the officers there were ten—four lieu- 
tenants, three surgeons, two ensigns and 
One paymaster—and these, through some 
misunderstanding over orders from Wash- 
fngton, were returned to the 8t. Louis. 

It is understood tonight, However, that 
these same officers will be landed again 
tomorrow. j

It was an interesting sight to watch the 
way in which the Spanish prisoners ac- 
cepted the fortunes of war. After break- 
ing ranks they looked about and saw mat- 
tresses and couches and many other com- 
forts which had not been their lot for 
many years in the barracks, and as they 
looked them over they appeared to accept 
the situation with much cheerfulness. 
They walked around with what appeared 
to be a dignified air and seemed to grow 
happy as appetizing odors were wafted to 
them from the large kitchen. 

Kissed His Men Goodby. 

One of the most touching incidents of 
the day was the farewell Captain E. Diaz 
Morou, of the Cristobal Colon, took of his 
crew just before he went back to the St. 
Louis. Some who saw the tenderness with 
which ‘he walked down the line and affec- 
tionately embraced ‘each seaman as if he 
was his son could not refrain from tears, 
while the whole scene will be remembered 
by those who witnessed it as one of the 
touching examples ‘of the devotion and 
reverence in which the seamen of every 
warship hold their commander. 

The crew of the Colon had landed with 
the rest of the priséners, and with. them 
came Captain Morou. '

MILES REACHES SANTIAGO AND HOLDS 


CONFERENCE WITH ADMIRAL SAMPSON 


Washington, July 1i.—General Nelson A. Miles, commanding the United States 
army, atrived off Santlago bay shortly aftér noon today. Upon the afrival of the 
auxiliary,cruiser Yale, on which General Miles was a passenger, communication 
was opened with Admiral Sampson, and the two commanders were socn in con- 


ference. 
During the early afternoon General Miles landed at Playa del Este and com- 


municated with General Shafter, commanding the American forces before Santi- 
ago, by telephone. What the nature and result of the two consultations were not 
disclosed at the war department, but General Miles doubtless was placed in pos- 
session of all salient points of the situa'tion from the view point of both the navy 
and army. 

It is understood to have been General Miles’s purpose to come immediately to 
General Shafter’s headquarters at Siboney, and after discussing with Shafter the 
latter’s plan of campaign, to make a personal examination of the American posi- 
tion. It is not to be understood that Genera] Miles is to supersede General Shafter 
in command of the United States forces before Santiago. General Shafter is‘ oper- 
ating there under written instructions from the secrétary of the army, approved 


by the president, and as long as he is able physically to direct the troops he will 


retain his command. 


SHELLS FROM UNITED STATES WARSHIPS 
FALL DECIDEDLY SHORT AT SANTIAGO 


Off Santiago de Cuba, via Playa del Este, July 11.—At 9:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing after several range-finding shots over the ridge protecting Santiago from 
the sea, the United States cruiser Newark opened fire into the tity with her %- 


inch guns. 
The signal corps officers stationed on top of the ridge reported the effect of 


the shots, 

The New York, Brooklyn and Indiana participated in the firing, at intervals 
of five minutes. The bombardment lasted for two hours, when General Shafter 
reported that the shells were mostly falling in the bay and doing but little 
damage. 

The last shot, however, struck a prominent church in the heart of the city, 
which was heavily stored with powder and ammunition, causing a tremendous 
explosion. The extent of the damage is not yet known.

Then Americans 
will be repulsed by Spanish infantry and 
cross fire from Morro’s guns. The fourth 
combined attack by Americans will accom- 
dlish the destruction of Morro castle and 
will be followed by surrender of the Spanish 
army. 

The burning of a red, green or colored 
tengal light on forts will be a signal of 
danger and troops on both sides will fal! 
back twenty steps.

ARSON CHARGED 


| AGAINST CARTER 


He Got His Goods Out of the Station 
Before the Fire. 


SHIPPED THEM TO FLORIDA 


Then He Made an Impression on a 
Stranger in the Neighborhood. 


HE HIRED THE STRANGER AS A CLERK 


The Next Thing Carter Knew He Was 
Under Arrest and the Clerk Proved 
To Be a Detective. 


Jesup, Ga., July 11.—(Special.)—H. 8S. Car- 
ter’s trial for arson opened here today at 
a special term of the superior court. 

Carter is implicated in a conspiracy 
which was skillfully planned and executed, 
but he overplayed his part and was caught 
redhanded. 

A year ago Carter was employed in 
merchandising at Brentwood, Ga., a sta- 
tion on the Southern railway, in this cqun- 
ty. His father-in-law, Moody, owned “all 
the land around for miles and made tur- 
pentine on a large scale. The original 
station at Brentwood had been burned 
and the company put a box car there for 
a warehouse, - 

Last August Carter bought a large stock 
of goods in Atlanta, Macon and in north- 
ern cities. He had the goods shipped to 
Brentwood, but did not put them in his 
store there, because he said he was trad- 
ing for a place in Fiorida and might want 
to ship the stock there. On fhe night of 
August 28th the box car was burned. Car- 
ter notified his creditors and advised them 
to put in claims against the railroad for 
the goods which they had shipped. When 
the burning was reported to thhe company 
an investigation was made, but no evi- 
dence was found in the ashes of any large 
amount of boots, shoes, hats and dry 
goods having been burned. 

Carter’s correspondence with the railroad 
and with his creditors contained discrep- 
ancies and detectives were sent to Brent- 
wood. One negro detective, who went into 
the settlement, was suspected and had a 
narrow escape with his life. 

It was learned, however, that Carter and 
a man named Herrington thad hauled the 
goods away from the box car and secreted 
them before the fire. Carter did buy a 
turpentine farm near Brookville, Fla., and 
he went down there in September and spent 
some time. 

Carter made the acquaintance at Brook- 
ville of a etranger who was resifling there 
and the two became quite intimate. Carter 
said that he would open a store on his 
farm some time in the winter and he 
promised to let his new friend know when, 
because he wanted him for a clerk. 

Some time during December Carter did 
begin getting in his stock of goods and 
his friend was there to help him unpack, 
One day Carter went off and he was 
called back by a telegram. Ag he stepped 
off the train he was arrested by the sher- 
iff of the county and with the sheriff 
was the friend who had turned out to be 
Detective Connolly, one of the Southern’s 
special agents. Cater was almost para- 
lyzed when he,realized how he had en 
caught. RepreSentatives of the Atlanta 
and Macon firms went to Carter’s store in 
the country, identified their goods and 
took possession of them. Carter and Her- 
rington, a clerk, were arrested and brought 
to Atlanta, but afterwards were sent to 
Macon. 

It was learned that Carter with some 
assistance had hauled the goods across 
the country thirty miles to a small sta- 
tion on the Savannah, Florida and West- 
ern railroad and had shipped them to 
Brooksville, Fila. 

Carter was indicted for arson. Herring- 
ton and Moody are also implicated. The 
defendants demanded separate trials and 
Carter’s case was the first called. 

Solicitor General John W. Bennett, of 
Waycross, and Mr. W. E. Kay, of Good- 
year, & Kay, of Brunswick, the latter 
firm representing the Southern Railwav 
Company in this territory, are conducting 
the prosecution, assisted by Messrs. D. M. 
Clark and 8S. R. Harris, local counsel for 
Wayne county of the Southern Railway 
Company. The counsel for the defense 
are Hon. Thomas E. Watson, the noted 
populist and criminal lawyer; Brantley & 
Rrantley, of Brunswick; Thomas & 
Thomas, of Jesup; ex-Judge M. L. Mer- 
shon, now of Florida; Mr. E. D. Graham, 
of MoRae; G. J. Holton & Son, of Bax- 
ley, and E. P. Padgett & Son, of Baxley. 

The entire forenoon was consumed in 


securing a jury in the case against H. B. 
Carter, as the defense severed and Car- 
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out a very damaging case of circumstan- 
tial evidence against the defendants and 
the general expectation is that the state 
will make out an irrefutabie case. Judge 
Sweat is presiding. 

The trial of tthe defendants will, no 
doubt, consume the entire week, | 


TWO MEN ESCAPE FROM JAIL. 


They Prized Up } Part of the Floor of 
Their Cell. 


Newnan, Ga., July {l.—(Special.)—Two 
white prisoners escaped from the county 
jai) this evening. Jim Smith, who was 
charged with the killing of Robert Gable, 
at Sargent, on last Christmas eve, and a 
man by the name of Willburn, who was 
charged with an assault upon his seven- 
year-old niece, are the parties that took 
French leave from Deputy Sheriff Alsa- 
brook’s cafe. Their plot was well timed. 
They awaited the opportunity when Dep- 
uty Alsabrook and his family were absent 
from the jail, when with some instrument 
they prized up a portion of the floor in 
one corner of their cell, and broke through 
the plastering of the jailer’s dwelling room 
below. A blanket was made fast above 
and they iet themselves down by this 
means to the first floor. They passed out 
of the front door of the jail, and were a 
long distance in the lead when theirflight 
was discovered. 

The sheriff and deputy and police at once 
gave chase, followed by a large crowd. 
but Smith and Wilfburn had euch a start 
of their pursuers that they succeeded in 
reaching the woods north of the cotton 
mills.

Jim Smith was tried on the charge of 
murder at the last term of the superior 
court and was guilty of manslaughter. A 
new trial was obtained and he was await- 
ing that when the break came today.

To Assist in Putting the Third 
Georgia on Its Feet. 


Griffin, Ga., July 11.—(Special.)—Nearly 
one-third of the soldiers of the Third Geor- 
gia regiment are in camp here, and re- 
cruits continue to come in nearly every 


hour of the day. , 

Colonel Candler says he believes the 
regiment will be ready to be mustered in 
by Saturday. 
. Camp life has been aystematized an 
everything moves with great regularity. 
Each day has brought improvement in the 
eating and sleeping accommodations at the 
camp. The soldiers are immensely pleased 
and are having a glorious time. 

Major Spence Is Coming. 

Major Robert E. L. Spence, fresh from 
the bloody flelds around Santiago, will be 
here this week to assume Charge of his 
battalion. He reached Tampa on the last 
boat from Santiago and will come direct 
to Camp Northen. His relatives at Camil- 
la telegraphed to Colonel Candler today of 
Major Spence’s return to this country. 

Two bullet wounds are the bloody souve- 
nirs which Major Spence brings back from 
the Santiago battle. He is shot once 
through the arm and once through the leg. 
Neither wound is serious. Colonel Can- 
dler hopes that Major Spence will soon 
recuperate sufficiently to take command. 

Major Spence’s bravery ‘has excited the 
admiration of all the men here, and all 
are happy to have him here. When he 
was cabled of his selection as major he 
replied that he could not accept if he 
should in consequence be- compelled to 
come home before the impending battle of 
Santiago. He preferred to be a second 
lieutenant where there was fighting than 
to be major in a regiment in Georgia. 

A few days later General Shafter’s army 
moved on to Santiago and in the fighting 
that followed Lieutenant Spence distin- 
guished himself by his bravery. He was 
shot once, but after receiving his first 
wound he refused to retire from the field, 
He remained in the battle and was again 
shot by a Mauser bullet. He was sent 
home on a returning transport and is now 
in the United States, 

The Atlanta Companies. ' 

The Atlanta companies will. have the 
benefit of being trained under Major 
Spence. He is an experienced army man, 
who has had years of service since grad- 
uating from West Point. Besides, he is a 
Georgia boy, who will enter into the spirit 
of the bright Georgians who make up this 
regiment. 

(Major Beck was in the camp this morn- 
ing. He looked over the different comp2- 
nies and was well pleased with the con&- 
tions. He will establish his headquarters 
here this week. Lieutenant Colonel Ber- 
ner will be here on Friday. He was here 
one night, but did not make his ‘headquar- 
ters. 

The recruits will. be sent here much 
faster in the future than for the last few 
days. Arrangements have been made 
whereby the recruits in towns and villages 
over the state can be immediately exam- 
ined. Twenty-six contract surgeons were 
appointed yesterday in the towns where 
the officers have been recruiting. These 
surgeons will save the regimental sur- 
geons the work of going isto the many 
small places, and will greatly facilitate 
therwork of organizing the regiment. Two 
of the regimental surgeons will be sta- 
tioned here and one in Atlanta. 

The Hospital Is Ready. 

The hospital is ready for sick soldiers, 
but so far it has been unoccupied. Hos- 
pital Steward Preston received a full sup- 
ply of medicines this morning. The health 
of the: 350 men here has been excellent. 
Only one or two men have complained of 
feeling ill and these have continued to 
drill and are now all right. The drilling 
is easy, and the men are delighted with the 
work. 

The majority of the men show an ardent 
interest in the drilling and they beg the 
officers to drill them more than the regular 
hours. 

Lieutenant Cohen arrived this morning 
and was placed in charge of a mess hall. 
He has 107 men in his dining hall. Lieu- 
tenant Marbut, of Atlanta, has charge of 
the same number of men. Captain Davies's 
company will receive thirty-five recruits 
tomorrow. Several came today with Lieu- 
tenant Cohen. ’ 

The recruits who are coming in are part- 
ly uniformed and-.almost every one has 
had some military experience. 

Sergeant William Schley Howard, of 
Captain Stevens's, the Augusta company, 
will probably be made lieutenant of his 
company. Lieutenant Hardwick, of San- 
decsville, who was first appointed. has 
failed to pass the éxamination and his suc- 
cessor must be appointed. Sergeant How- 
ard has his application before Governor 
Atkinson and his friends are making 4 
hard fight for him. He was at one time 
a resident of Atlanta, where he was in 
the practice of law with Colonel Thomas 
and Judge Hulsey at different times. He 
is from Wrightsville and is one of the 
most popular young men in the state.

riot possible to convey to the reader’s mind 
any idea of the structure or the history 
connected with it. In 4890-92, when some 
well-meaning but misguided individuals 
caught the boom fever, and sent Bruns- 
wick forging ahead on that line, the build- 
ing for the Oglethorpe bank was conceived. 
It took from the earnings of that institu- 
tion $43,000, and incidentally helped cripple 
its finances considerably. The Oglethorpe 
Management occupied the building until 
the terrible financial panic of the early %s 
swept the country, and one morning the 
city was startled to learn that the bank 
nad failed, and the president had com- 
mitted suicide. The Oglethorpe’s failure 
carried down two other Brunswick banking 
institutions, and they came near wrecking 
the town, besides causing untold suffering 
among an army of confiding small deposit- 
ors. The bank was then put in the hands 
of a receiver, and he has been trying to sell 
the building ever since. In the meantime 
the Merchants and Traders’ people rented 
the building, and had not occupied it long 
before that institution failed. Several 


months had elapsed since that date, and 


the new dawn of prosperity was gradually 
enveloping Brunswick with its cheerful 
ght, when the county commissioners were 
met with a proposition to sell them the 
building for use as Glynn’s courthouse. 
This proposition was eventually accepted, 
and the consequence is that for $10,000 
Glynn county has a courthouse building 
that cost $43,000, and is second to none in 
point of handsome exterior and magnificent 
interior finishing. In addition to the build- 
ing proper, the county secures a set of 
vaults of most modern pattern which cost 
$8,000 alone. There are other features about 
the purchase which interest every person 
who owns property in Glynn county, and 
these were brought out in an interview I 
had with Chairman Harvey, of the county 
commissioners, today. He said: 

“You are familiar with the efforts which 
have been made to secure a decent court- 
house for Glymn county. There have been 
various means and ways provided to bring 


this about, ranging from bond issues to | 


special tax, but none of these have yet 
proved successful. We did finally arrange 
to have a special tax levied for courthouse 
purposes, but since the war came on the 
people have not seemed able to stand up 
under it. However, there was a fund on 
hand of. $10,000 collected from the 25-cent 
tax on every $100 which the commissioners 
levied last year. Recently Brobston, Fendig 
& Co. came to us with a proposition to 
take the Oglethorpe bank building and give 
them the $19,000. Negotiations then com- 
menced between the commissioners and 
this firm, with the above stated result. The 
county has now one of the most magnifi- 
cent buildings in the state. Its vaults are 
modern, and the construction of the entire 
affair is up to date in every respect. The 
tax payers will now be relieved of that 
special tax, and they have a 
building, which in the future can be sold 
at a handsome figure, if they desire to 
dispose of it and erect another for a court- 
house. The county saves an annual rent 
of $1,500, which the city has been charging 
for use of offices and courtroom in the city 
hall since the courthouse was torn down, 
The first floors will be used for vaults and 
offices, the second for juryrooms and 
offices and the third for a courtroom. This 
floor having been previously occupied by 
the Knights of Pythias for a lodgeroom, 
it can easily be converted into a courtroom, 
and will seat 20 people comfortably. A 
comparatively small sum of money will 
convert the entire building into an admira- 
ble courthouse, and the county is away 
ahead on the trade.’’

She may also jose the Carolines before 
she gets through, 

Italy comes next to Spain. Italy's 
home area embraces 110,646 square miles 


‘and 31,290,000 inhabitants, while her co- 


lonial possessions embrace 242,420 square 
miles and 195,000. inhabitants. 

Each of the foregoing powers is rich 
in colonial possessions, though some are 
better managers than others. For in- 
stance, Great Britain, Holland and 
France are good managers. while Por- 
tugal, Spain and Italy are poor man- 
agers, Germany is somewhat indiffer- 
ent. The reason why the United States 
has not reached out after colonial pos- 
sessions is due to the fact that she ‘has 
had the continent to subdue and that 
her policy has been opposed to extra- 
territorial aggrandizement;: but now that 
she has subdued the continent and is 
looking out for new markets, colonial 
possessions may be of advantage to her. 
At any rate, the figures which we have 
cited are not without some interest. 

Pulpit Sensationalism. 

A great many people have an idea 
that it is a very easy thing for a preach- 
er to get up in his pulpit and preach an 
edifying sermon. As a matter of fact, 
nothing is more difficult. The preacher 
who is able to impart to his hearers 
a part of the sweetness and light that 
illuminates the career of the Savior on 
earth; who is able to restrain a natural 
disposition to cut a figure; whose heart 
is armed with the conquering humility 
that proceeds from the Lord and Mas- 
ter; whose lips have been touched, as it 
were, with a live coal from the altar, is, 
indeed, @2 man among men. 

There are many such. Happy and 
contented congregations sit under their 
influence, and young men and women 
grow up under the inspiration of their 
presence. But these men are not in 
the eye of the world. They have their 
filed and they fill it; they know their 
duty and perform it. They take no 
part in that competition for notoriety 
which has done so much in these latter 
days to turn the minds of young people 
away from the true source of human 
happiness. 

‘What was called “muscular Chris- 
tianity” forty years ago has degenerated 
into.a species of sensationalism which it 
is difficult to describe with respectful 
words. All that is necessary for this 
sort of preaching is a gift of 
gab and a string of epi- 
thets long enough and strong enough 
to amaze and disgust those who have 
been taught to listen reverently to what 
falls from the pulpit.in- one of God’s 
temples. The result aimed at is not, 
the redemption of sinners, nor the re-— 
formation of the wicked, nor the repeti- 
tion of the beautiful and simple truths 
that fell from the lips of the Savior. All 
this is too tame, too commonplace. What 
the preacher wants is notoriety; to se- 
cure that, he must create a sensation; 
and so he plunges headlong into a hor- 
rible distortion of everything that per- 
tains to the Christian ministry. - He 
tries to rake up the fire and fury of 
the old dispensation, and substitutes 
scurrility for the inspiration of the 
prophets. He is as much like Isaiah or 
Jeremiah as a scarecrow is like a man. 

He anticipates God’s ‘judgments and 
would execute them if he only knew 
how. He seizes some of the least in- 
fluential aspects of modern life, and 
measures society by them. With one 
eye on the newspaper reporter and the 
other on the genera] public, he fires off 
his epithets until the atmosphere reeks 


with hell, death, the devil and destruc- 


tion. He sees Ticentiousness in an even- 
ing dress and a gambling hell in a 
game of duplicate whist. Abuse, slan- 
der and slangwhanging are his stock-in- 
trade, and bigotry the chief note of his 
mission. 

It is no wonder that those who sit 
under such a torrent of invective go 
away wondering if the religion that in- 
spires such an exhibition is worth cul- 
tivating. If they would go home aad 
read a chapter or two in the gospels 


they would know that the religion of 
Christ is not responsible for such man- 


tfestations; but how few can be depead- 
ed upon to do this! How many will 
go on believing that this sort of fren- 
zied sensationalism is a natural prod- 
uct of Christianity! 

In this way the impressions made by 
the sensationalist all tend to disorder 
and demoralize the sensitive minds that 
fall under their influence. Thi3 de- 
moralization begins with the b*lt-f trat 
this form of scurrility is warranted by 
the teachings of Christ or his apostles 
and it ends in the conviction that bigot. 


try is the chief corner stone of Christ’s 


establishment-—though it was a part or 
His mission to. bring Pharisaism into 
disrepute. Modern Pharisaism is even 
worse than the ancient order. Your 
modern Pharisee is not only holier than 
anybody else, but all who may chance 
to live under a different belief are in 
league with hell and the devil. 

Let, us be thankful that these sensa- 
tionalists have a limit set to their in- 
fluence, and that limit is the common 
sense of the great body of the pcople. 
That is a barrier through wich even a 
frenzied puinpitesr o°ne . Drea, 

In the nature of things, there are 
many frivolous and thoughtle:s persons 
in society; they are to be found every- 
where, in the congregations of the 
churches, as well as outside. Nay, 
more—there are bad men and women in 
the churches and out of them, in svci- 
ety and out of it. If we adopt the rea- 
soning of the sensational preachers, we 
must | condemn the churches because 
some of their members do not come up 
to the Christian standard. But no per- 
son in his right mind will adopt such a 
rule. Religion must be judzed by its 
best products, by those who lead 
blameless and devoted Christian lives, 
and who try their utmost to conform

Alas! all this is true, but sensational 
preaching will go on. One may disap- 
pear, but another will arise in his »lace; 
and vulgar-minded people will be struck 
by their gutter rhetoric, and will ap- 
plaud them; and we shall again behold 
the glorification of the sensationalist. 
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The Engagement at Santiago. 

General Shafter’s official report of the 
recent engagement at Santiago shows 
that the fatalities on the American side 
were numerically much less than the 
dispatches received at the time seemed 
to indicate. 

As the result of the protracted inter- 
change of shots which lasted through 
two entire days, there were only twenty- 
two officers and two hundred enlisted 
men killed on the ‘American side; while 
it appears, from the best information 
which has eame to hand, that on the 
Spanish side there were not less than 
sixty officers and eight hundred men 
killed. Of course, * is altogether out 
of the question at this time to form any 
positive idea of the number of officers 
and men killed on the Spanish side, 
and perhaps the exact figures may never 
be known; but there is good reason to 
believe that the Spaniards  sufferea 
much more disastrously from the en- 
gagement than did the Americans. 

With regpect to the number of Amer- 
icans wounded at Santiago, the figures 
given in General Shafter’s official report 
more closely approximate the estimates 
contained in the dispatches. This num- 
ber is fixed at 1,284, officers and men; 
and in consideration of the fact that 
there were only some 16,000 Americans 
engaged in the fight, it ts evident that 
the carnage must have been Aerrific. 
Still, it is given out on what appears to 
be good authority, although it does not 
come from Genera) Shafter direct, that 
most of the wounded Americans are do- 
ing well, some of them having) received 
only slight injuries. 

This leads us to observe that medi- 
cal science as applied to the exigencies 
of military engagements has made con- 
siderable. progress since the late war 
between the states, and that little cause 
for apprehension exists on this score. 
Thoroughly competent surgeons are an- 
nexed to each regiment, and there is 
no lack of adequate hospital facilitfes, 
although necessities only are supplied 
by the government. With the experi- 
ence winich this country underwent in 
the treatment of wounded soldiers in 
the late war between the states and 
with the improved methods whith are 
now in vogue for nursing wounded sol- 
diers back to life, it is safe to predict 
“that the number of fatalities in the pres- 
ent war resulting from the lack of ad- 
equate hospital facilities will be compar- 
atively small. In addition to the pro- 
visions which the government itself has 
made in this direction, increased efficien- 
cy has been given to the work of taking 
care of wounded soldiers by the substan- 
tial help which has come from relief 
organizations. 

So, everything considered, it is likely 
that the fatalities of the present war 
will be restricted mainly to those who 
are killed outright upon the field of 
battle.

The World’s Great Navies. 

Special interest attaches to the bud- 
get recently laid before the British par- 
liament showing the number of war 
vessels which the different navies o7 the 
world have either in commissfon or {mn 
process of construction. 

To begin with the mistress of the seas, 
Great Britain has in commission at ihe 
present time fifty-two battlesnips, eight- 
een armored cruisers, ninety-six pro- 
tected cruisers, sixteen unprotected 
ernisers, eighteen coast defense vessels 
and one hundred and eighty-three tor- 
pedo vessels. In process of construc- 
tion she has eighteen battleships, eigat 
armored cruisers, twenty-four protect. 
ed cruisers and forty- six torpedo ves- 
sels. 

France has in commission twenty-sev- 
en battleships, nine armored cruisers, 
thirty protected cruisers, sixteen unpro- 
tected cruisers, fifteen coast defense ves- 
sels and two ‘hundred and twenty-four 
torpedo vessels. In process of construc- 
tion she has eight battleships, ten ar- 
mored cruisers, ten protected cruisers 
and forty-eight torpedo vessels. 

Russia has in commission twelve bat- 
tleships, ten armored cruisers, three pro- 
tected cruisers, three unprotected cruis- 
ers, twenty coast defense vessels and 
one hundred and ninety-two torpedo ves- 
sels. In process of construction she ‘has 
six battleships, one armored cruiser, 
three protected cruisers, one coast de- 
fense vessel and twenty-eight torpedo 
vessels. 

Germany has in commission seventeen 
battleships, three armored cruisers, sev- 
en protected cruisers, twenty-one unpro- 
tected cruisers, twelve coast defense 
vessels and one hundred and fifteen tor- 
pedo vessels. In process of construction 
she has five battleships, two armored 
cruisers, eight protected crulsers and 
, ten torpedo vessels. 

Italy has in commission fifteen pattle- 
Ships, three armored cruisers, fifteen 
protected cruisers, one unprotected 
cruiser and one hundred and fifty-nine 
torpedo vessels. In process of construc- 
tion she has two battleships, two ar- 
mored cruisers, three protected cruis- 
ers and three torpedo vessels. 

The United States has in commission 
five battleships, two armored cruise’s, 
fourteen protected cruisers, eighteen un- 
protected cruisers, twenty-one coast de- 
fense vessels and eight torpedo vessels. 
In process of construction she has eight 
battleships, eight armored cruisers, one 
protected, cruiser and fifty-two torpedo 
vessels. Within'the next few years thé 
navy of the Untted States will be little 
behind that of Great Britain, although 
-at the present time it ranks next to that 
of Italy in mechanical strength. Time is 
destined to bring about great changes 
in the American navy,

Have They Made a Mistake? 

Editor Constitution—So far as the elec- 
tions this fall are concerned and the 
make-up of the next congress, I have given 
up all thhope of . ‘setting anything out of it. 
We had a good chance before our fellows 
deliberately bit off the unpopular side of 
@ question which, to a great extent, they 
have themselves made. As I see it, the 
democratic party’s highest duty is to see 
that wherever the American flag files, it 
whall stand for an equal chance for all men 
equal rights to all*under the principles 
laid down by the Chicago piatform. , Po- 
litically it is unwise and unnecessary for 
the party in power showing its hand. It 
is unwise and undemocratic to cry out ‘‘im- 
perialism” against accessions of territory, 
and it seemed to be particularly unwise to 
ring the Hawaiian question into the dis- 
cussion, and to attempt to put the party in 
line against that measure which stood by 
itself and thad done so for many years. 
Some of our democratic brethren do not 
See anything back of the Cleveland policy 
with regard to Hawali; they date their idea 
of democratic doctrine on the question of 
territory back no farther than that. The 
fact is that the one party which thas con- 
Sistently been the party of a manifest 
destiny is the demacratic party. ‘he 
trouble with our fellows, or many of them, 
is that they believe the party should op- 
pose everything the republicans propose 
without regard to its merits; and they @re 
hell-bent on construing the words of the 
fathers literally without ° thinking what 
these same fathers would do if the present 
day problems confronted «hem. 

Then~they fail te recollect that it is the 


/ democratic party which has all the time 


stood for pushing our commerce in the 
markets of the world in contradiction to 
the republican policy of a protective wall 
and home markets; and if the commerce 
of this country is to be pushed in the Pa- 
cific, it is the democratic party which 
ought to get the benefit of it. That party 
should take the initiative in bringing this 
about. If it requirgs a greater navy, the 
party should stand for a greater navy. We 
are going to have that any way—there can 
be no doubt of that. Then if we are.ever 
to win with this. silver question, it can 
only be by showing the commercial inter- 
ests of the country that it is to their inter- 
est to have it. We believe it is. We can 
accomplish the end desired if we succeed in 
showing the commercial interests that they 
will profit by the extension of trade in the 
silver using countries of the east, and to 
profit politically we must be with them 
and assist them in pushing their commerce 
out there. This does not necessarily mean 
a colonial policy. But it does mean that 
we must not allow ourselves to be pushed 
back into our shells, as is the danger from 
the way many of our democrats here act 
and talk. If it requires naval stations and 
coaling points to further the interests of 
the merchants in the Pacific, the demo- 
crats should stand for them. Hawaii is no 
longer a question. We have lost a trick, 
politically, by letting the republicans take 
all the glory out of that, and can only fall 
back on the active part for annexation 
Morgan and a few others took. If fate 
decrees that we should let them go, is 
childish. The chances are we could not let 
them go if we would. 

Democrats differ as to the wisdom of 
these territorial questions, and it seems to 
me that our leaders are blind when they 
try to make them a party question, over- 
shadowing the greater duty of seeing that 
wherever the borders of our country may 
reach, that the flag shall stand for honesty 
and fairness and justice to all men. They 
ought to see as practical men that the 
trend just now is in favor of the accession 
of territory; of holding everything that we 
get out of this war, and of governing it 
as we believe we can govern it, wisely and 
well. They are going up against a stone 
wall to buck against this sentiment, and 


they are gaining nothing.

Rev. H. H. Proctor, of Atlanta, colored, 
said he represented 7,000,000 ahd he hoped 
that the council in behalf of these people 
would seat the association delegates. He 
started to discuss the race problem, but. 
yielded to a motion to defer action on the 
committee report. 

The remainder of the day was consumed 
with the reading of reports of benevolent 
societies.

Washington, July 11.—(Special.)—The pic- 
ture of conditions about Santiago drawn by 
Richard Harding Davis in The Herald caus- 
ed a real sensation here in Washington, 
but cannot be said to have been a surprise 
to those who have from the first watched 
the conduct of affairs by our war depari- 
ment under Secretary Alger. 

Davis, writing in a tone of 
which carries with it the conviction of 
truth, points out the precarious condition 
in which the army finds itself without ar- 
tillery, without adequate food or rprotec- 
tion and with the commanding gereral 
a sick man in a tent two miles in the rear 
of where the commanding general should 
be. He tells of the magnificent bravery 
of the men shown under hardships which 
would wreck anything but an iron constitu- 
tion, and while paying them tribute, shows 
that there has been blundering and incom- 
petency fer which somebody is respo sible. 

One great. need of the present situation 
wil be met within a short time, and that 
is the presence of a well man in command 
of the _ forces, General Miles has 
reached there, but many valuable 
hours have been wasted while he, the com- 
manding general of the army, has been 
kept here tied down by the political red 
tape so plentiful at the war department, 
and in consequence, at the white house. 
That Shafter has proven inadequate is 
certain upon the face of it; that Miles 
should have been sent to the front long 
ago, when he first urged it upon the presi- 
dent, is equally certain; if delay does not 
result in. disaster to the troops, we will 
be most fortunate. 

Davis’s Picture Not Overdrawn. 

As to the other conditions facing the men 
in the field, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that Davis has not overdrawn the 
picture. 

A short while ago I took occasion to say 
something of the apparent failings of the 
war department and succeeded in making 
myself thoroughly disliked -by some of the 
department officials in consequence, Gemntie- 
men who are anxious for appointments 
through this branch of the government 
joined in the protest and told me I should 
not writqin-such a strain; that the depart- 
ment was doing all that could possibly be 
done, and that the army would be found 
all right when the time came. When I 
talked of unnecessary delay in securing 
proper apparel for the men and suggested 
that they were shy in other very necessary 
matters of equipment, I was told that the 
red tape of the department made things 
slow, but that all would be right. 

It is now nearly three months since the 
deciaration of war. In round numbers. 
there are about 20,000 troops in Cuba, and 
even those 20,000 have neither proper cloth- 
ing or equipment. It is three months since 
ing or equipment. It is three months since 
war actually began and yet we see the war 
department crying out its inability to get 
transports. It is three months since ccn- 
gress took the action which everybody 
knew months befere was inevitable, end 
yet the troops in the field have not proper 
rifles and are suffering tortures because 
of inadequate food and no tobacco. 

Somebody is responsible for this state of 
affairs. 

Conditions in the Navy. 

Where would we be now if it were not 
for the work done by our navy? Where 
would be if there had been the game evi- 
dences of incompetence in the navy as are 
reported from the army? 

I know there is much jealousy between 
the army and the navy, Dut it is not that 
which inspires this comparison. Months be- 
fore the actual action of congress, it was 
evident to every sane man that nothing but 
war could result. For weeks before that 
action, everybody knew it was merely a 
question of time and a short time at that. 
The men at the head of navy affairs saw it 
and acted. If the war department officials 
saw what was coming, they did not act: 
and if they did not see it, they must have 
been very blind. 

While the talk was going on in con- 
gress, representatives of the navy were 
abroad securing options on all available 
war material. They were after ships and af- 
ter guns and ammunition. At the same 
time others were at work securing all ves- 
sels available for use in the navy whether 
as cruisers or as coalers. They made no 
fuss about it, but when the declaration of 
war came they were in excellent shape. 

War Department Did Nothing. 

What was the war department doing all 
this time? So far as we have been able 
to learn it was doing nothing. An army of 
at least 200,000 men was to Pe equipped—we 
all know that. Such an army must have 
clothing suitable for the purposes of the 
campaign in hand, it'must have guns, it 
must bave supplies. After the declaration 
of war, the department began working on 
all-these details and when officials were 
asked why much of this work had not 
been done before, they talked of the rea 
tape of the department. Men went tc Cuha 
without proper clothing. Men are trying 
to fight there now without proper urms. 
The commissary department from all ac- 
counts is woefully behind with even the 
regulation rations and the tobacco so nec- 
essary to many men. The other day a 
Rhode Island regiment was ordered from 
Camp Alger to Cuba. A lady from that 
state went out to the camp to see if there 
was anything she could do for those who 
were going. The colonel of the regiment 
told her that one thing most of his men 
needed was a cartridge belt. “They have 
to carry their cartridges in their pockets,”’ 
, said he, “because they’ have not been

AVERAGE WAGES IN KANSAS. 


The Employees s Are Saving Money and 


Making Investments. 

Topeka, Kas., July 10.—The state labor 
commiseioner has compiled statistics for 
his annual report. giving information in 
regard to railroad men. The average. 
wages of locomotive engineers in Kansas 
is $1,120 per anntm, and the average @x- 
pense of living is $721 a year. A fireman's 
wages average $7236 a year, and cost of 
living $503. The average yearly earnings 
of conductors are $1,069, and average cost 
of living is $810. Brakemen average 4f- 
nual earnings of $668, and cost of living 
$529. Track foremen receive an annual 
wage rate of $525, the average cost of living 
being $467. Trackmen earn average annual 
wages of $229, and the cost of fiving is 
given at $321. Railroad blacksmiths’ an- 
nual earnings are $761, and cost of living 
$452. Railroad machinists give their annua’ 
wages at $689, and cost of living at $420. All 
the reports indicate that the railroad men 
are making permanent investments, and a 
large proportion own their own homes.

REGIMENTAL CHAPLAIN GALLOUPE 


Wounded Men Tell of the Fight Before 
Santiago—Spanisa Sharpshooters 
Make American Officers a 
Target—What They 
Have To Say. 


TWO HUNDRBED AND THIRTY-FIVE 


wounded officers and men from the battle- 


fields of Santiago arrived at Fort McPher- 
son yesterday afternoon at 1:30 o'clock. 
They were at once taken to the thospital 
and given proper treatment, but they were 
in a bad physical condition when they ar- 
and it hours for 
them to become sufficiently rested to give 
an account to their fellow soldiers of the 
battle in which they ‘had participated. 

Many of the soldiers were able to walk 
to the hospital, but a large number of them 
are unable to move, and the members of 
the hospital corps carried them to the 
building on stretchers. The hospital train 
was to have arrived at 1 o'clock, but they 
was delay in bringing the train through, 
and consequently the wounded men arrived 
fifty minutes late. 

When the train rolled in along the side- 
track in the post the 2.500 men who are 
now stationed at Fort McPherson were in 
waiting to receive them. It had been ar- 
ranged among the men at the post to cheer 
the wounded men when they arrived, bit 
this idea was not carried out. 

The expressions which came from the 
troops at the post were more of pity than 
admiration. The wounded men came from 
the train, some of them on crutches, others 
aided by companions, while the remainder 
had to be carried from the coaches on 
stretchers. Their faces were drawn and 
pinched, and the eyes of many of them 
were wild in expression. 

Their clothes were torn and ragged, and 
many of them were without sufficient 
clothing... Some of the officers had dis- 
pensed with their cvats and had placed 
their epaulettes on their shirt sleeves in 
order to announce their rank. Save for 
these epaulettes there was no difference in 
appearance between officers and privates. 

All were worn and hungry and tired. 
Many were suffering pain. To the by- 
standers the men stated that they had not 
taken off their clothes in ten days, and ac- 
cording to the statements made, they had 
been without substantial food since leaving 
Tampa. When food was placed before 
them they ate ravenously, and it was only 
when ordered by the physicians in charge 
of the hospital mess to stop eating that 
they left the tables. 

After eating dinner, the soldiers were 
shown to their rooms, and after a good 


rived, required several 


bath, without a single known exception, 


they all went to sleep, and many of them 
did not wake up for supper. It 


was the first time in weeks that these men 


had enjoyed the luxury of sleeping on 
clean, cool cots, with a sound roof over 
their heads, and nature made the best of 
the opportunity. 

One by one they began to wake up during 
the cool of the evening and then they were 
the lions of the hour. Privates lined the 
waiks of the post, each with a crowd of 
fifteen or twenty feilow soldiers around 
him, iistening tu his account of the battle 


' {in which American heroes went down be- 


fore iniquitous fire of Spanish bullets. 
Iniquitous because the Spaniards did not 
content with killing in the manner recoz- 
nized as legitimate warfare, but used ex- 
plosive, brass and other bullets that car- 
ried sure death to those who were unfor- 
tunate enough to receive them. 

The eyes of the men biazed as they told 
af these facts and when the story was 
finished there was an insane desire on the 
part of every soldier at the post who heard 
it ot reach the front at once and engage 
in the warfare that should mean the over- 
throwing of a nation which is apparently 
alien to every ¢ivilized means of engaging 
In war. 

The wounded officers from the front were 
visited by the officers at the post. Many 
of the present officers of the Fifth knew 
the wounded officers before the war, some 
had even been stationed with them in 
western posts, und grectings such as van 
only be given after experiences like the 
officers at Santiago h&i been through were 
given. 

Friendships were renewed and new ones 
were made. The officers were all sturdy, 
strong men, with bronzed faces, and the

Lieutenant Spence Comes Today. 

Lieutenant Spence is well known in this 
city. He did not arrive at the post vester- 
day, although his name appears on the 
Official list of arrivals. He will come with 
the second train, which reaches the city 
this afternoon. The other officers, however, 
arrived and were taken care of by the 
physicians. 

Lieutenant Spence is better known as 
Major Spence in this state, he having been 
appointed to the command of a hattalion 
in the Third. Georgia regiment of United 
‘States infantry by Governor Atkinson when 
the second call for volunteers necessitated 
the organizing of another regiment in this 
state. , 

His wound is sl'ght, being in his arm. 
The other officers are also thought to be 
in no danger. It was announced yesterday 
that all of the wounded who arrived in at 
the post had splendid chances for recover- 
ing. and it is the opinion of the physicians 
that there will not be a death to record. 

The men who were badly wounded were 
either stopped in Tampa or went to other 
points. The men are in great pain, how- 
ever, and require constant watching and 
care, but many of them are allowed to sit 
on the porch of the hospital. It is proba- 
ble that if Lieutenant Spence desires to 
accept the majorship of the Third 1egiment 
that ‘the will join his battalion there wi-hin 
a few days, provided his wound will permit. 

The other officers, as well as the privates 
and non-commissioned officers, will return 
to Cuba as soon as they have gained enough 
strength to endure the active 
campaign, and jt is probable that 
some of them will leave within 
a few weeks. Should Lieutenant Spence 
desire to return to Cuba to fight with the 
Sixteenth infantry he will have the op- 
portu ty of doing so. 

Arrival of Wounded a Surprise. 

The coming of the woundeg mén to the 
post Was a surprise to the officers of that 
place. Orders had been received to make 
preparations for 1,000 patients, but it was 
not supposed that these would be the 
wounded from the Santiago battle field. 

Yesterday morning a telegram was re- 
ceived announcing that the train was on 
the way to this city and that 235 men 
would be placed in the care of the physi- 
Clans at Fort McPherson. 

Preparations for the reception of these 
wounded men were made at ce and when 
the train arrived it found the physicians 
and the hospital corps at Fort McPherson 
ready to receive the men. There was a 
great rush, however, and the hospital offi- 
Cials were kept busy all day. The hospital 
train which arrived yesterday consisted of 
ten coaches. One was occupied by the nine- 
teen officers, eight were filled with non- 
commissioned officers and privates, and the 
other coach was used by the surgeon in 
charge of the train and his staff. 

The train Was in charge of Major Rich- 
ard, an army surgeon, who has as his first 
assistant Captain Stiles. These two sur- 
geons labored night and day with the 
wounded men, but the bad condition in 
which they were when they went ahoard 
the train at Tampa rendered jt almost im- 
possibie to give them the attention the two 
surgeons would like to have rendered. 

How the Men Are Wounded. 

The battle in which the wounded men 
now at Fort McPherson were wounded oc- 
curred on July Ist, an@ it is considered the 
most severe fight of the present war, in 
point of casualties to the Americans. 

Immediately after the battle the wound- 
ed were carried in ambulances over the 
rough roads of southern Cuba to Siboney, 
where the transport Cherokee received 
them, and in a few hours afterwards they 
were steaming toward America. 

The wounded men had had their wounds 
dressed on the field, but they were in great 
pain and many of them suffered agonies 
during the trip home, although competent 
surgeons were on board to attend them. 
The\crowded condition of the boat, how- 
ever, made it impossible for the men to re- 
ceive the proper treatment and from the 
time they left the battle field until they 
arrivéd at the post yesterday they did not 

The wounded men went through an ex- 
citing experience during their voyage home 
on board the Cherokee. They did not like 
to talk of it yesterday, and when they did 
so they insisted upon making clear the 
point that the wocunlrence came abgut 


‘through a mistake. 


Wounded Were Fired Upon. 

The Cherokee was fired upon by the 
United States ship Scorpion. Sev- 
eral shots sank into the side of whe boat, 
and it was thought that the Cherokee 
would sink. The damage, however, was 
repaired, and without other serious mishap 
the transport arrived at Tampa. 

After leaving Siboney the commander of 
the Scorpion, in. fear of Spanish boats, 
which are said to be still. lurking in Cuban 


waters, ordered all lights out, and gave in-. 


structions that perfect quiet was to be 
maintained aboard until all danger was 
passed. After an hour or two of running 
in this manner, the Cherokee was hailed. 
The lookout on the Scorpion had sighted 
the transport fijled with wounded soldiers, 
and those on board the Cherokee 
did not reply to the  Scorpion’s 
hail, because -it was thought that the 
hailing vessel was a Spanish boat. A mo- 
*ment later the flash of a gun aboard the 
Scorpion was seen, and a solid shot whizzed 
close to the bow of the Cherokee. This 
was followed by another, and then another,

few ‘hours later the Cherokee was again 
hailed, but this time her identity was dis- 
closed at once. It was another American 
ship, and the mistake of firing was not 
made again, This ended the dangerous ex- 
perience aboard ship for the wounded sol- 
diers, and the remainder of the voyage 
home was entirely uneventful. 

Arriving at Tampa, the men were put 
at once on the hospital train and rushed 
through to this city 

What the Men Say. . 

The wounded men were in the hottest 
portion of the fight and they have many 
remarkable stories to tell. Some of them 
advanced within a“ half-mile of Santiago 
and they announce that they could have 
held this position had they not have been 
ordered to fa!l back. On the night of June 
30th men advanced within a short distance 
of the city of Santiago and then slept 
on their arms. 

The following morning it was found that 
the pickets had been within ten yards of 
the Spanish lines. For some reason they 
were not fired upon; why, none of the 
wounded men can tell. On July ist the 
great battle occurred. 

One of the greatest difficulties the Ameri- 
cans had to contend with was the Spanish 
sharpshooters. It is said these men did 
more damage prior to. their rout 
than any other command of Spanish 6ol- 
diers and the American did not 
know when or from what tree they would 
be greeted with a volley of Spanish bullets. 

A private stated yesterday that he was 
fighting near a commissioned officer, a 
lieutenant he thinks, who kept dodging 
from side to side. Ho continued these curi- 
ous gymnastics for some time and then the 
private who tells the story advanced to the 
side of the officer and asked if he was hurt. 
thinking that possibly he was in an agony 
of pain from a wound. 

‘My God, man,” replied the officer, 
“don’t you see that fellow shooting at me. 
He has been pegging away at my carcass 
for fifteen minutes.’’ 

Sharpshooters Tied to the Trees. 

Sure enough, in proof of what the officer 
said a moment later a puff of smoke went 
up from the tree pointed out by the officer 
and a bullet whizzed close to where the 
officer and private were standing. The offi- 
cer took the gun from the private’s hand 
and cooliy knelt on the ground while he 
took deliberate aim at the place where the 
puff from which the puff of smoke .had 
arisen. 

The aim of the officer was good and at 
the «rack of the rifle the sharpshooter was 
seen to hang head downward from the 
tree. 

This was the secret or the flerce fighting 
of the sharpshooters in trees. They had 
been tied to their places by their officers 
and escape for them was impossible. In 
addition to this they had been informed, so 
the captured ones said, that the Americans 
invariably killed all who were taken pris- 
oners and for this reason they fought with 
a courage. born of desperation, believing 
that capture meant sure death and the 
multilation of their bodies. 

Another private said yesterday that they 
fought from trenches with their food sup- 
ply by them. This supply of provisions 
Was enough to last for weeks, and had 
the trenches been captured by the Span- 
ish there would have been a temporary 
end of the famine in Santiago. The private 
added, however, that there was no danger 
of the provisions being captured as long 
as United States soldiers defended the 
trenches 

The Spaniards are accused of 
fighting by underhanded means by 
t'hre men who arrived yesterday. 
It is said they used the flag of the society 
of the Red Cross as a means of protection 
for themselves until the Americans went 
c.0Se enough to receive the Spanish fire, 
and then the Americans were mow- 
ed down  jike’_ sheep, and it was 
only by the marvelous coolness of Ameri- 
can officers and men that the loss was not 
heavier, 
Officers a Special Target. 

The officers were the principal objects of 
attack from the /spaniards. The 
Spanish sharpshooters and regular 
lines of infantry all directed their 
ripe at the officers and when 
one Was seen to fall a cheer invariably 
went up from the Dons. Many privates 
were naturally victims of the fire, but 
both officers and men who arrived yester- 
day state that the Spaniards appeared to 
take special de:ight in killing officers, 

Every man who arrived at Fort Mc- 
Pherson hag an interesting story to tell of 
the battle and the attending incidents. 
One incident related to a duei on the bat- 
tlefield between two soldiers, one American, 
the other Spanish. It was during one of 
the lulls that occasionally occur on bat- 
tlefelds, when no truce is declared, but 
when the men of their own accord stop 
firing, in order to let the smoke clear 
away and to catch a breath of fresh air. 
The Spaniards had made a charge and 
had been repulsed. The Americans had 
pursued them and one man was left 
in front of the American line when the 
Uniteq States soldiers retired to their 
original .position. This man was wounded 
and near him was a Spanish soldier. The 
Spaniard it was thought was dead; but it 
developed he was nor, 

He saw the American and slowly brought 
his gun to his shoulder and fired, the bali 
striking the United States soldier in the 
leg. The American answered wivh ‘this gun 
and for several minutes this fire was kept 
up, six or seven shots being firéd on each 
side. 

The Spaniard was killed and the Ameri- 
can was brought back to the lines, where 
he received the plaudits of his friends for 
his bravery. The man who related this 
story yesterday did not know the name of 
the American who had engaged in this duel, 
but he vouched for the accuracy of the ac- 
count given by him. 

Chaplain Galloupe’s Story. 

Chaplain Dwight Galloupe, of tae Ninth 
cavalry, is one of the men who were 
brought here from the battlefield. He ar- 
rived at the post wearing a suit of brown 


bicycle cap. His epaulettes were silver 
mounted. with a silver cross, signifying his 
office, 
was suspended a silver crucifix. 

Onaplain Galloupe tells an interesting 
story of the condition of affairs at Santiago. 
’ Yesterday he said:

retreated to the American lines for safe- 
ly, allowing the Spaniards to proceed to 
Santiago without interruption. 

“Garcia failed to notify our men of the 
presence of Spanish sharpshooters in trees. 
He was supposed to watch over these 
things, but did not find out that the sharp- 
shooters were waiting for us. Consequent- 
ly when we advanced our men met with a 
withering fire from among the tree tops, 
and it was with great alfficulty that these 
men were dislodged. 

“After their fire had ceased we discovered 
that a number of them who had been kill- 
ed were hanging head downward from the 
trees, and in curiosity we advanced to as- 
certain the cause of this. We found that 
they had been tied to the trees by their 
officers in such a manner that it was im- 
possible for them to escape. Beside each 
man was a box of cartridges, also tied to 
the trees. These men had been placed 
where death for them was almost a cer- 
tainty, and they were told that capture 
meant death. 

“This gives a fair idea of the considera- 
ticn of a Spanish officer for his men. and 
for human life. The men were not tied in 
palm trees, as is commonly supposed. The 
tree used for this purpose is a low growth, 
of which I do not know the name, yet it is 
@ tree and not a bush, 

The Cubans ag Spies. 

‘The Cubans, however, must have credit 
for one thing. They knew how to get into 
Santiago. They would go as peddlers and 
sell fruits and provisions, returning, of 
course, to tell us of the strength of the 
Spaniards and of their fortifications. In 
this manner it was learned that the citizens 
of Santiago, including the archbishop of 
Santiago, the private soldiers and many 
of the officers, were in favor of surrender- 
ing the city. The Spanish generals, how- 
ever, so the Cubans reported, had informed 
all that when Americans captured prisoners 
they invariably put them to death. 

‘When this was learned the American 
generals captured a number of Spanish 
prisoners and treated them with every 
consideration, giving them the best of food 
and causing them to have an exalted opin- 
fon of Americans and American manners. 
These prisoners were then allowed to es- 
cape and the good fruits of this venture 
was shown at once. 

“Not only privates Dut Spanish officers 
commenced deserting to the American lines 
and a number came in each day. The 
manner in which the Spaniards fought 
was terrible and disgraceful. Red Crvuss 
flags, were placed on all the principal 
buildings of Santiago in order to prevent 
firing on the city, and ambuscaders lay 
in wait for Americans oenreees by Red 
Cross flags. 

“We advanced toward one blockhouse 
from which a Red Cross flag was flying, 
never giving it any attention and when we 
arrived near it a fire poured out from un- 
der the flag. A number of our men were 
killed in this volley. The surgeons with 
our men showed me explosive bullets, split 
bullets and brass projectiles, the latter 
causing blood poison to those hit by them. 
The missiles are not recognized in civilized 
.warfare and as a consequence I took off 
my Red Cross flag,’ ‘it was no protection to 
me anyway, and buckled on a pistol. It was 
a case of self preservation. I was obliged 
to protect myself. 

“I know my mission is to save souls 
and not to send them to torment, but dur- 
ing the heat of that battle, with my blood 
boiling from the treachery of the enemy, 
I felt that I did not care if a little Span- 
ish was spoken in that hot place down 
there.” 


NEW YORK SOLDIERS TALK. 


They Tell Thrilling Stories of the Ad- 
vance Upon Santiago. 

Savannah, Ga., July 11.—(Special.)—Six 
soldiers who were wounded in the fight at 
Siboney on July ist, passed through Sa- 
vannah today on their way north. They 
left at noon on the steamship Kansas City. 

They tell some interesting stories about 
the situation of affairs down there. The 
men were Privates James E. Keller, F. C. 
Kuehle, Goodman James, Carroll and Bren- 
nan, of the “Seventy-first New York, and 
Private J. D. Hoekster, troop C, First 
United States cavalry. 

The New York men were all pretty near 
together in the Siboney fight. Their wounds 
are in the arm or shoulder, and are not 
dangerous. One of the men had his wound 
dressed at the city hospital today. Hoek- 
ster seemed the talker for the crowd, and 
gave some interesting reports of the fight- 
ing around Santiago. 

“We got into the fight right away,’’ he 
said: ‘‘We found every vestige of a road 
destroyed, and had to work our way 
through the thick foliage as best we could, 
The cavalry went in dismounted“and work- 
ed slower but more effectively. 

“All this talk about the Spaniards not 
having anything to eat is nonesense. I be- 
lieve they have provisions to last for 
months. Why, when we forced our way 
up into their trenches and run them out 
we found food there enough to last them 
for weeks. They had it right at hand, and 
Il believe they have full stores within their 
lines. We did not mind the wire fences 
much. The Cubans cut down the posts 
holding the wires with their machetes, 
and we ran right over them. 

‘Yes, a good many of the Spanish pris- 
oners were turned over to the Cubans,” 
Private Hoekster said im answer to a 
question. “The Cubans took delight in 
macheting them and@ cutting them right 
to pieces on the spot. We fellows did not 
do anything of this kind until we saw the 
Spaniards shooting to death our wounded, 
who were being carried away from the 
field on stretchers, and after that some of 
the Spaniards were given over to the 
Cubans as a warning to them that they 
could not shoot the wounded. The Cubans 
butchered them on the spot and pretty 
soon the shooting of American wounded 
was stopped. Whenever a Spaniard was 
captured, all they asked was not to be 
given to the Cubans. They seemed to fear 
this worse than any other form of death. 
I heard that the Spaniards did the same 
thing with Cuban soldiers, and they 
caught quite a number of dur Cuban 
scouts. Some of the Cuban scouts we sent 
out were perfectly naked. We never heard 
any more of those who were captured, and 
the probability ig they suffered death.”

He jis foreman at the 
Winship machine works and has em- 
ployed Risse for eleven months. He said 
that Risse had never shown any signa 
of insanity, but that he had been a hard 
working man and while in the shop at- 
tended strictly to business all the time. 

He said that Risse was very quiet and a 
good workman. His position there is still 
held open .for him and he can get it as 
soon as he wants it. 

The doctors who were placed on the stand 
said that Risse did not show any 
signs of insanity. Two old acquaintances 
have said that he was of an intense Nna- 
ture and very irritable, but that he never 
appeared insane in any respect. ‘The wit- 
nesses cited instances which showed that 
Risse was of a péculiar disposition, but 
did not have any mental disease. 

Judge Hulsey questioned Risse and asked 
him if he wished to do Sam Jones any 
harm, 
He told the judge that he had been told 
that Sam Jones accused him of being a 
thief, and that he enly went to Cartersville 
to see the evangelist and have a talk with 
him to learn if the report was true. 

He said he had never had any ‘hard feel- 
ings against the preacher, carried no weap- 
ons. either knife or pistol, and did not wish 
to take any life. He said if he was allowed 
to go he would not molest Sam Jones or 
any one else. 

The jury was out a very few minutes 
when the verdict was signed up. Risse is 
a member of the German Lutheran church 
and for several years up to @ yedr ago he 
was treasurer of the organization. Mem- 
bers of the church testified tht he kept his 
accounts very straight. 

Risse is a German by birth and a large 
number of the German population of the 
city attended the trial. The jury was made 
up of these people and the German tongue 
was all that could be heard after the trial 
in the corridor of the courthouse. He was 
warmly congratulated after the verdict of 
the jury became known among the gath- 
ered witnesses.

‘Nothing remains: for the 
The members have kept up with the work 
of preparing for the visitors. Reception 
and entertainment committees have been 
appointed and some one of the members 
of these committees will be kept on hand 
at the headquarters all the time to re- 
ceive the friends of the camps and any 
visitors who may be attracted there, 
Refreshments will also be provided, such 
as ice water and lemonade, and any of 
the veterans ‘who grow tired and seek 
rest can get refreshing drinks here and 
also a large place to stay. They will al- 
ways find someone to receive them. The 
camp proposes to do much in making the 
visiting comrades have a g00g time while 
here, 

Arrangements for’ these 
discussed and perfected at the 
last night, 

The following resolution was passed, 
after being offered by Mr. W. C. Hughes. 
He said that there were a number of ai- 
leged confederate veterans who claimed 
to be such, secured licenses from the state 
to peddle. He said that there Was no leg- 
islation in the state that was being so 
badly abused as the act of the legislature 
which allows confederate veterans to ped- 
dle free of any license. ' 

He said he had attended a number of 
courts, in various counties, during the 
past few months, and at nearly every one 
there were a number of peddlers who 
claimed to be confederate veterans or the 
agents of veterans peddling all kinds of 
Wares. 

The resolution was passed, but it was 
moveg that the matter be referred to the 
ordinary of this county. 

“Whereas, Certain confederate veterans 
are abusing the privilege granted by the 
laws of the state of Georgia by allowing 
other persons to use and conduct business 
under their license, the same being in di- 
rect violation of the law which exempts 
such veterans from the payment of license. 
Said law reads as foligws: ‘Provided, 
Said license shall not be transferred to, or 
used by another,’ which means that the 
veteran must conduct zthe business him- 
self. Unscrupulous veterans have been sell- 
ing their rights to non-resident fakirs 
and swindiers, who, under the guise of 
confederate veterans, travel from place to 
place, plying their, vocation of cheating 
and swindling the public; and making-the 
state of Georgia a dumping-ground for all 
kinds of illegal business; bringing the 
confederate veterans into disrepute and 
defrauding the state out of large sums of 
money; 

‘Therefore, Be it resolved by this camp, 
159, U. C. V., that measures be taken to 
prevent the abuse of said privilege, and 
that a committee of three be appointed 
from this camp to confer with the attor- 
ney general ang comptroller general and 
ask their co-operation in suppressing this 
wholesale fraud and violation of law. 

“Bo it further resolved, That we ask 
the co-operation of all city and municipal 
authorities, c@unty tax collectors and all 
state officers in their. strict enforcement of 
law, and we, as confederate veterans, 
pledge ourselves to report.all cases of vio- 
lations to the proper authorities, and to 
assist in bringing them to punishment.”

HOW THE REUNION PAYS 


J. Colton Lynes Offers Figures Show- 
ing Atlanta’s Gain by Visitors. 


Pre MILLER, one of the funniest 
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FORMER REUNIONS AS EXAMPLE 


City Will Reap Much More Than It 
Will Pay Out, as Has Been 
Proved Elsewhere. 


Colonel J. Colton Lynes, secretary of 
Atlanta camp, 159, Confederate Veterans, 
is very enthusiastic over the coming re- 
union of veterans in Atlanta and is sure 
that the city will be benefited in many 
ways by having the convention here. 

He believes that the large number of 
people coming here from all over the 
south will have plenty of money to spend 
and will spend it, and cOnsequently that 
all tines of business in the city will there- 
by be benefited. 

“In regard,” said he, “‘to the benefits to 
accrue by the coming of the veterans, let 
us consider the financial side of the ques- 
tion from what data has been furnished 
by Richmond and Nashville, 

“Tl have made a careful investigation, 
and the report to General Peyton Wise, 
chairman of the committee at Richmond, 
on the sixth annual reunion, by his chief 


of staff, states that for the purpose of 
ascertaining the monetary value to the 
city of Richmond of the crowd which as- 
sembled during the three days of the re- 
union in 1896, the cashier of each bank of 
deposit was requested to give the increase 
of deposits from June 3th to July 9th, as 
compared with deposits of June 2th to 
29th. Their report is as follows: Increas- 
ed receipts $827,013.19; add for receipts not 
deposited, $100,000, and the total is $927,- 
013.19. Credit for dividends and money not 
affected by the reunion, $350,000, leaving a 
net balance of $577,013.19. 

“The total public cost of the reunion 
was, in round figures, $30,000. The private 
cost jig not obtainable, but was, of course, 
large, as Richmond's hospitality was just 
like olden times. 

“As the railroads alone show a count of 
66,000 people brought in during the three 
days, an estimate of 75,000 strangers in 
Richmond is considered low. The column 
of march took two hours and thirty min- 
utes to pass a given point, and there were 
22,000 men in the parade.

The Government Grain Report. 


Washington, July 11.—The July grain 
crop report of the department of agricui- 
ture shows'a reduction of the acreage in 
corn of 3 per cent from the area har- 
vested last year, and the average condi- 
tion is 30.5 per cent. The condition of win- 
ter at &3.7 is 5.1 points lower than last 
month, but is still 4.5 points higher than 
at the corresponding date last year and 4.3 
points higher than the average for the 
past ten years. 

The principal state averages are as fol- 
lows: Pennsylvania 87, Meryland 86, Ten- 
nessee 90, Kentucky 93, Ohio 89, Michigan 
98, Indiana 94, Illinois 66, Missouri, 68, Kan- 
sas 89, and California 40. 

The average condition of spring is 9%. 
This is 3.8 points higher than at the crre- 
sponding date last year, is 6.2 above the. 
average for the past ten years and is the 
highest July average with two exceptions 
in thirteen years. 

The percentage of the wheat crop of 1897 
reported as still on hand on July 1, 1898, is 
3.36 per cent. 

The averdAge condition of the oats crop 
at 92.8 is 5.3 points higher than last year. 

The average condition of barley is 85.7, 
which is 2.8 points lower than on July Ist 
last year and 3.1 below the July averuge 
for the past ten years. 

The average condition cof winter rye is 
923.8 as compared with 9 on July 1, 1898, 
and 9.6, the July average for the past ten 
years. The average condition of spring 
rye is 96.9, as against 90 on July 1, 1897, 
and 90.6. the July average for the past ten 
years.

Women mm Soctetr. 


There is no city or tte size in the country 


that can boast of a more 
spirit than Atlanta, and it is a notable 
fact that the women, who by their beauty, 
talent, wealth and prominence, are properly 
the social leaders, are also the ones who 
not only organize and encourage, but sup- 
port by their practical charity, the philan- 
thropic institutions of the city. A hurried 
glance over the list of these institutions 
and their women officers reveals the fact 
that’ the names upon them are the same 
ones that appear most frequerttly in the 
society columns of the daily press, and 
those distinguished in the 
society element. A better charity does not 
exist in the city than the Sheltering Arms, 
which, as the name implies, is a place of 
shelter for little children whose parents, 
as day laborers, are unable to watch over 
their children during the long nours of the 
day. Not only are they cared for and pro- 
tected from physical harm, but on Sundays 
the ladies who are interested in them see 
that they are taught something,of God, and 
right and wrong, since it is difficult to find 
clergymen who select, as a rule, the poorer 
communities in which to ‘‘teach little chil- 
dren,”’ or their parents, who are too poor 
to contribute much of a mite toward pulpit 
theatricals. Not long since, during a very 
hot period of weather, the women interest- 
ed in this one charitable movement served 
luncheon for ten successive days, that they 
might make money to carry out its objects. 
Among the women who not only contributed 
toward the lunches, but went there and 
helped prepare and serve them, were many 
of those who are not only society women, 
but leaders in exclusive circles. Among 
these may be hastily recalled Mrs. Preston 
Arkwright, Mrs. John Logan, Mrs. John 
M. Moore, Mrs. Robert Ridley, Mrs, James 
Jackson, Mrs. James English, Mrs. Dan 
Harris, Mrs. Ben Hill, Jr., while among 
the young women present were those ad- 
mired and beloved in society’s realm, 
among them Misses, Ruth Hallman, - Ruth 
Cunningham, Jennie English, Emily Eng- 
lish, Margaret Newman, Annie Nash, Nellie 
Howell, Mary Burt Howard, Lillie Slaton 
and fifty others. 

There is scarcely an individual, especially 
among those who, striving after a revolu- 
tion In the social world, go to the slums 
for subject matter upon which to base 


their teachings. who will pot acknowledge - 


that the Florence Crittenton tome is a 
needed refuge. The board of managers of 
this institution is made up of a number 
of the city’s finest women, among them 
being those as well known in society as 
Mrs. A. McD. Wilson, Mrs. William Law- 
son Peel, Mrs. William J. Northen, Mrs. BE. 
H. Barnes and Mrs, E. G. McCabe. 

A little woman who thas been a leader in 
Atlanta society for thirty years, and who 
is beloved by poor and rich alike, is Mrs. 
Robert J. Lowry, whe jis president of the 
Grady hospital auxiliary, and who is one of 
the most practically charitable women in 
the south. Associated with her .in this 
charity in various ways, Whether in con- 
tributing money or patronizing entertain- 
ments given for the hospital, are such well- 
known women in the_- social world 
as Mrs. E. L. Connally, Mrs” Wh- 
liam Clayton, Mrs. Clarence Knowles, 
Mrs. Nellie Black, Mrs. Henry 
Grady and others similarly progninent. 

Under the auspices of the Atlanta Wo- 
man’s Club a number of philanthropic 
movements have been started among the 
poorer classes, seldom reached by even 


the clergy, while circulating libraries of 


a wholesome nature have heen organized 
and food and clothing have Been furnished 
in cases of necessity. Ihe/“leaders among 
these club movements have always been 
identified most prominently with social life, 
among them being Mrs. W. B. Lowe, Mrs. 
John King Ottley, Mrs. Charles Read, Mra. 
W. P. Patillo, Mrs. Heber Reed, ‘Mrs. 
Fannie G. Burton Smith, Mrs. E. G. Mc- 
Cabe, who organized the first mothers’ 
club among the poorer classes, and Mrs. 
W.. A. Hemphill, 

Both from a scientific and _ practical 
standpoint the Free Kindergarten system, 
though the fundamental basis of educa- 
tion, ig as such so closely related to moral 
development that asa an institution it is 
second not even to those religious. I! 
goes more directly toward the cultivation 
of the child’s mind and eoul thanif misdi- 
rected by those who may confound religion 
with spirit and teaching that in its ten- 
dency is directly opposed to the principles 
of Christianity. 

The woman’s board of the Atlanta Kin- 
dergarten Association 1s made up of such 
well-known society women as Mrs. Nellie 
Peters Black, Mrs. Joseph Thompson, Mrs. 
William Green Raoul and many others 
Similarly well known. 

TInepired by the excellent example shown 
them in good works by the matrone of the 
city, the young unmarried women of At- 
lanta society are notably good workers 
in charity. It was at the home of “Miss

Jennie Engliab, one of the most admired : 


young women in the south, that the firat 
organization was effected for the relief of 
the Atlanta soldiers wno have gone to the 
front. Among the official board and com- 
mittees of this association may be recog- 
nized the names of many young women 
who, while they are admired in the hball- 
room, are beloved by the poor which they 
have helped on many occasions, Prominent 
among the city’s young women philanthro- 
pists are ‘Misses Ella Powell, Margaret 
Newman, Ruth Hallman, Rosalind Rich, 
Joan Clark, Ruth . Cunningham, Sallie 
Brown, Hleanor Rosenfeld, Lizzie Venable, 
Emily English, Annie Nash, Nellie Howell, 
Florie Phillips, Caro Gordon, Leontine 
Chisholm, Myrtle Everett, Julia Hemphill, 
Kathleen Jones and many others. 

Even this brief review of a few of At- 
lanta’s good movements brifigs out in such 
Zlorious colors. the good work of society 
women, one wonders at the narrowness 
and provincialism of any man or woman 
who fails to recognize their merits or who 
60 directly opposes the laws of Christianity 
as to be unjust and untruthful] in state- 
ments made even in a general way against 
society women. 


Presbyterian Woman Writes 


of Catbolic Convents. 

Miss L. Graham Crozier, of Knoxville, 
one of the best known and most highly 
intellectual woman in the south, writes 
the following communication, which ex- 
Plains itself: 

“The Monday paper is usually carefully 
perused. When the weather is hot and one 
is off for a vacation the Monday paper 
is of unusual interest, and a somewhat 
Unusual leisure itis that prompts the 
writer to take notice of a statement or 
two in Monday’s issue of The Constitution. 
A reverend gentleman, who seems to be 
mad about some -things, took occasion it 
seems to say on Sunday last in a little 
talk about society that there is nothing

worse than society except a Catholic con- 
vent. Then let the gentleman cool his fe- 
vered brow. The writer of this communi- 
cation is the granddaughter of Presbyte- 
rians, great-granddaughter of Huguenots 
who left their native country rather than 
submit to the power of ecclesiastical Rome 
and this daughter of Protestantism recalls 
the influence of a Catholic convent and its 
inmates as the very strongest and purest 
influence that has come into her liife—a 
life now somewhat long and of distinctly 
varied experience. 

“It were not worth while to answer an 
individual of views so limited and provin- 
clal ,as this excited gentleman seems to 
hold were it not that so many non-ag- 
gressive really gentle and sincére natures 
are for a moment hurt, pained by this sort 
of an attack. 

“The writer can remember distinctly 
when many good and sincere people really 
looked upon those who acknowledged the 
peculiar power of the bishop of Rome 
as beyond the pale of human charity. But 
the spread of culture—the wide dissemina- 
tion of serious books by genuine scholars of 
every profession of faith—has brought ear- 
nest thinkers so close together that the 
brotherhood of man seems no fable and 
invective such as set forth in Monday's 
Constitution is principally valuable as evi- 
dence of outworn conditions, and serves 
to mark as milestones the passing of the 
human race in its progress toward that 
goal which insures not so much charity to- 
ward all men as knowledge of all men— 
and of all the forces that tend to make 
society.

Mrs. Ottley Gtves 
Her Views of Dr. 
Broughton’s Sermon. 


When asked what she thought of the 
sermon preached by Dr. Broughton Sunday 
and published in yesterday morning’s Con- 


stitution, Mrs. J. K. Ottley said: 

“Well, I cannot say that any jew cur- 
rents of thought have been excited by it, 
for these diatribes against the srocisty wo- 
man as the ‘root of all evil’ are some- 
thing Ike the mother-in-law joke in the 
comic papers—like the poor, we have them 
always with us. 

“If we must consider the article at all 
seriously, I should have to ask first: 
What is meant by society In this narrow 
and exclusive sense? Suciety oniy means 
the aggregation of individuals and unless 
we live in caves or ‘get us to a nunnery’ 
(to which Dr. Broughton would cry: Hea- 
ven forfend!) we must all, willy-nilly, be 
in society. I judge, however, from the trend 
of the article that the reverend doctor 
misses this fact and sets off as a ‘peculiar 
people’ those of the leisure classes who 
have money and good clothes. 

“Just here is where our friend makes his 
first and fatal mistake. Many things to 
which flesh is heir have their sorrowful, 
evil and degrading tendency, but never 
think for a moment that they are confined 
or even focused in the rich, Society people, 
according to Broughton, may have the 
monopoly of point lace and diamonds, but 
be sure that they have never had any 
corner on vice. If they are mofé pilléried 
for their peccadilloes it is because death 
and the sensationalist love a shining 
mark, but do not be deceived into think- 
ing that because you are poor al are nec- 
essarily also yirtuous. 

“I could net give any conscientious guar- 
antee:to an anxious mother that because 
her daughter could’ not ‘get into society’ 
she would have any assurance of spending 
her life with ‘good people’ and her time 
in ‘trying to make the world better.’ 

“It seems hasty and imprudent for Dr. 
Broughton to risk being unjust by saying: 

“‘*Atlanta dancing society is corrupt to 
core.’ 

“If he knew them well I think he would 
find yery much such a jumble of good and 
had as exists elsewhere. [ think he Is 
mistaken in thinking that only rich people 
dance, and impurity in dancing, ag in all 
other things, is ent:rely a tmatter of the 
individual. 

“It would surely be very wrong for Dr. 
Broughton, with his thouzhts, to dunce. 

“And yet abstinence from dancing is no 
purger from coarse or impure thoughts. 
Licentiousness is first mental and always 
finds its occasion. A non-danciig young 
man who walks home from prayer meeting 
may put hig arm around the girl in a dark 
corner ang the absence of lights znd ob- 
servers does not purify the act. Thecdcre 
Durrant was a persistent attendant on 
Christian Endeavor meetings und jet his 
endeavors ended in the death anda destruc- 
tion of several unfortunate women. 

“There is too much excessive drinking in 
America. That is one of the lessons we 
have to learn. We are a step ahead of the 
ancient Britons and Romans, who. gorged 
themselves with food. We have to learn 
that the same moderation must apply to 
drink. 

“But I protest that the cap fits no better 
one place than the other. Dr. te ona 
swell friend must have spoken!under the 
influence of a vast, accumulated jag when 
he says that ‘whiskies are freely used 
at swell germans.’ Champagne (which is 
probably worse) is, but the mistake reminds 
me of the divine who dramatically cried: 

“ ‘What are we to expect of society, when 
at every dinner table conversation is 
drowned by the popping of the claret 
corks!’ , 

“This, however, is of course beside the 
question and we would never, never think 
of mentioning it (for ministers are not 
supposed to know) if Dr. Broughton had 
not so clearly assured us that his swell 
friend told thim. Beware. Dr. B-, of this 
‘swell friend!’ He is ‘fooling thee!’ In 


the orbit of his swelldom he must revolve f 


around Decatur street. 
“At the ‘swell germans’ there I doubt 
not ‘whiskies are drunk,’ and it seems to 
me very much the same breed of vice. Nor 
has society any cindh on the divorce mill, 
When Dr. Broughton says that ‘society 
furnishes us with most of our divorces,’ 
he is simply misstating the facts. This, 
however, is doubtiess from ignorance, as 
only from personal knowledge can one tell 
the personnel of the ‘ene of every eight 
or ten’ divorces which we see recorded in 
the public prints. 

*“ ‘Society,’ in pr. Broughton’s parlance, 
is not numerous enough to furnish these, 


“Tet those who scream at ‘society’ re-. 
member the Arabic proverb: ‘We blame 


most those whom we envy most.’

One Man Dismissed for Drinking Beer 
in an Alley. 


BOARD SAYS ALL DRINKING MUST STOP 


Patrolman Elliott Will Be Charged 
with Disrespect—There Will Be 
a Called Meeting Thursday. 


noon and remained in session from 
5 until 8 o’clock, looking into charges 
which had been made against some of the 
officers. One policeman was dismissed 
from the force for drinking beer in an 
alley; one Was fovnd not guilty of being 
drunk, but he ‘will be made to face new 
charges, of a similar character, 
Patrolman Elliott will also have to face 
charges at a called meeting Thursday 
evening next, at 5 o'clock, and he will be 
asked to state why he made some very 
disrespectful remarks about the police 


commissioners. 

Patrolman W. P. Avary was charged 
with drinking beer out of a “shaker” in 
the alley on Alabama street,between Broad 
and Forsyth. Sergeant Ball was placed 
to watch Avary on the evening of July 
Mth, and stationed himself in the office of 
the. McCord Grocery Company. The ser- 
geant told the board that he saw the po- 
liceman go into the alley and drink from 
a tin vessel which he afterwards secured 
and which had contained beer, He did 
not get the can, however, untill twenty 
minutes after he saw Avary with it. 

Avary pleaded not guilty, and had a 
white clerk and a negro employee of the 
saloon to testify that they gave him soda 
water and not beer. The tin vessel, they 
said, was placed there with beer for other 
parties. 

In secret session the board found Avary 
guilty and dismissed him from the (force. 
Charges Against Patrolmen. 
Patrolman C. EB. Hamilton was charge 
with having been drunk on Decatur stree* 
on Sunday morning, July 3d. He fell upon 
the street and was’ taken home by a 
brother officer. Hamilton pleaded not 
guilty and had a rge number of wit- 
nesses to testify that he was not drunk, 
but suffering from a trouble in the head. 
which was caused from an attack of 

smallpox. \ 

In secret session the board pronounced 
him not guilty, but ordered new charges 
made, as jt haq been reported that Hamil- 
ton was drunk on Decatur street since 
July 3d, and while he was suspended. 

Patrolman G. H. Phillips was tried upon 
charges made by a negro man, who al- 
leged that he had been arrested without 
provocation. The charges were quickly 
disproved and the board exonerated Phil- 
lips, 

Patrolman D. M. Elliott was wanted by 
the board to answer a charge of not pay- 
ing a debt. Eliott had been summoned to 
be present and had gone to the police bar. 
racks but left, stating that he was pick 
and had to go home. 

To the board Sergeant Moss stated that 
he had heard Elliott gay he was “tired of 
being bothered and harassed by the board 
and that he did not intend to put up with 
it any longer; that he was*%a free man 
and would do as he pleased, and woul 
then hold the members of the board per- 
sonally responsible for how they treated 
him,’’ 

Upon this statement the board instructed 
the chief of police to make charges against 
Elliott and summon him to appear for 
trial next Thursday afternoon, 

Eliott has failed to pay certain debts 
which he had been ordered to pay, and 
this will also be looked into by the board 
Thursday afternoon. 

Touch Not, Taste Not. 

The members of the board were unan- 
‘imous about stopping all drinking among 
the police. They said that there had been 
considerable talk lately about members of 
the department drinking while on gquty 
and it had to be stopped. 

Captain English made inquiries of Cap- 
tain Thompson if, under the present sys- 
tem, it was possible for patrolmen to g6 
on and off duty under the influence of 
whisky without the officers being able to 
discover it, and the captain replied that 
he did not think the present method of in- 
spection was rigid enough to detect drink- 
ing unless the men were considerably un- 
der the influence of liquor. 

“Then,” said Captain English, ‘I hope 
the rules will be changed so that it will 
be impossible for the men to drink with- 
out the officers finding it out.’’ 

Just how this was to be done no one 
could say. 

One of the commissioners said that he 
heard the drinking men used a certain 
kind of chewing gum. 

“It ds called Yucatan,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Johnson, 

“I hope you don’t sell that sort of gum 
at your store, George,’’ remarked Captain 
English. 

Commissioner Johnson pleaded not guilty. 

Were Allowed Lost Time.

Become Insolvent Since January. 


ALL THESE WERE SMALL ROADS 


A Remarkable Decrease as Compared 
with the First Half of 1893. 


PANIC OF FIVE YEARS AGO HAS GONE 


Not Many Railways of Any Magni- 
tude Remain in the Custody 
of the Courts.

These companies had an aggregate length 
of only 347 miles and a combined capital 
and bonded debt of $25,376,000. 

As compared with previous years this is 
insignificant. For instance, in the first 
half of 1893, only five years ago, 5,282 miles 
of railroaq were turned over to receivers, 
and these roads had a capital and bonded 
stock of more than $370,000,000. The Rail- 
way Age gives the following statistics cov- 
ering the period since 1893:

MR. H. B. PLANT’S VERSION. 


He Says the Quartermasters Were In- 
experienced—Cars Were Delayed. 
Mr. WW. B. Plant, president of the Plant 
Railway and Steamship system, has an 
explanation for the delays at Tampa. He 
Says the quartermasters were young and 
did not understand handling so much busi- 

ness. | 

“It was unfortunate,” said Mr. Plant. 
“that many of the army quartermasters 
were young and inexperienced in the snip- 
ment of large quantities of supplies and the 
transportation of thousands of men. They 
lacked the knowledge of cars and railroad 
equipment which wou!d have fitted them for 
this work. There was, therefore, consider- 
able confusion upon their arrival. 

“Port Tampa has ample warehouse facili- 
ties for the ordinary purposes of commerce. 
It was extremely difficult, however, at that 
time to find buildings in which to store 
the supplies and equipments of an army 
of 25,000 men. Freight cars stood on the 
tracks for miles because the* quarter- 
masters and commissary officers had en- 
gaged no place in which to store the con- 
tents. I do not say that this was their 
fault. It was rather their misfortune. It 
was hard to find anything when it was 
wanted. The vexatious delays were due to 
the fact that at the terminals of the rail- 
roads the cars were not promptly unloaded. 

“Another cause which contributed much 
to the state of affairs at Tampa was the in- 
decision with regard to the embarkation. It 


was a@ question of whefe and when and how | 


the troops should be transported to Cuba. 
it was necessary to wait in order to make 
sure that the transports could go without 
running the danger of being attacked by 
the warships of the enemy. 

“It must also be remembered that the 
mobilization of the troops was done hur- 
riedly and that the soldiers were shed 
from all points of the country. The officers 
had all they could do to bring order out of 
chaos. They had a herculean task, in which 
they were abiy aided by railroad officials.’

Must Pay Tax on Selling Price as Pre- 
scribed by Manufacturers—On 
Brokers’ Branches.

Collector Rucker continues to receive 
innumerable orders every day for large 
supplies of stamps which he is unable to 
fill. He has made assiduous efforts to se- 
cure large supplies from Washington, but 
without success. ” 

The situation is not very encouraging 
to the officials. Various business transac- 
tions amenable to the tax must be carried 
On, and much trouble is being experienced 
in securing these evidences of war dona- 
tions. The telegraph companies have in- 
stituted a rule that all customers unable 
to secure stamps for teiegrams may send 
their messages by dépositing t'ne necessary 
tax with the company. 

Collector Rucker received a aumber of 
interesting decisions relative to the war 
tax yesterday from Washington. People 
unable to understand the method and 
what is to be taxed by the new Dill are 
constantly writing the authorities at 
W ashington for information along certain 
lines. These inquiries are printed in pam- 
phiet form with the answers and sent to 
all collectors over the country. 

In a decision received yesterday it has 
been decided that druggists shall pay a tax 
on the selling price of patent medicines, 
as defined by the manufacturer ard not 
by local competition. For instance, if the 
cut price on a mixture should be 65 cents 
and the retail price prescribed by the 
manufacturer be $1.50, the druggists se!l- 
ing the same would be required to pay a 
tax of 3% cents, or on the $1.80 instead of 
the 65 cents. 

It has also been decided that insurance 
premium notes are taxable just the same 
as t'he policies. Brokers having branch 
offices Must pay tax on the branches as 
well as on the home office. 

The following order wag received yes- 
terday concerning official telegraphic dis- 
patches: 

‘‘Numerous inquiries having reached this 
office as to whether or not telegraphic mes- 
Sages dispatched by officers and employees 
of the government on official business are 
required to be stamped under the provision 
of tae act of June 13, sys, it is deemed 
advisable to cal] attention to the fact that 
Such messages are especially exempt from 
Stamp tax by the last proviso of section 
18 of the act reférred to. 

‘““Lelegrams of this character should be 
plainly marked ‘official ‘business,’ and 
sent ‘collect’ in all instances when d@dis- 
patched in the personal interest or for the 
benefit of the party addresseid. 

“In this connection attention is partic- 
ularly called to the fact that the telegraph 
is to be used at the expense of the gov- 
ernment only upon important public busi- 

and in case of urgent necessity where 
the drdinary mai) facilities do not furnish 
sufficient dispatch. , 

‘All telegrams sent by internal revenué 
officens or by private parties on their own 
personal interest must be prepaid, and all 
telegraphic replies to such telegrams will 
be sent the expense of the parties sending 
the same, N. B. SCOTT.
